After acting as assistant 
at the Quebee City cathedral, he 
was appointed rector there, He was 
successively archdeacon at Qu- 
"Appelle, Sask., and Edmonton 
fore being named a bishop.

No relatives live in Canada. 

Bishop Burgett had been in in- 
different health for some time 
and he suffered a stroke a week 


ago. He died in his sleep, 
Funeral services will be held in 
St. Mary's church here Tuesday 


The body will be shipped to Jasper 
Alta. where interment will take 
place. 


Bishop Burgett was born at Cal 
culta, India in 1869. He attended 
public school at Radley, England, 
where he gained distinction in 
various sports, @specially in 
racing. 

He attended Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge, and graduated with de- 
grees of B.A. and M.A. During his 
stay at Cambridge he was a mem- 
ber of the First Eight in college 
rowing. 

He was ordained in 1897 by 
Duke of Wellington Regiment, gain- 
ing his lieutenantey and captaincy 

in 1896 he resigned his commis- 
sions to become a student and min- 
ister of the Anglican church at 
Cuddesbon Theological College. 


ORDAINED IN 1897 

He was then commissioned in the 
Bishop Creighton of London in St 
Paul's Cathedral and served for the 
next several years at 
‘vottenham and at Lyme Regis.

Canadians will very generally approve 
the action of their Government and that 
of Great Britain in unshackling prisoners 
of war. To chain them was the impulsive 
reaction to the manacling of our men by 
the Nazis. But other than satisfy the urge 
to “get even” nothing has been accom- 
plished by doing it. 

So far Known Berlin has not re- 
sponded in like manner tothe invitation of 
the Swiss authorities, nor agreed to do so. 
Perhaps from the Nazi point of view it 
would be weakness to concede even that 
much to the claims of humanity and civil- 
ized convention, 

But the example has been set, the in- 
vitation has been given, the Allied attitude 
defined toward a custom handed down 
from the dark ages. To the Allied peoples, 
or most of them, this will be satisfactory 
in itself, whether or not the example is 
followed and the invitation accepted by the 
enemy. 

The chain, except where necessary as 
an instrument of detention, is a symbol 
of slavery. The symbol is fitting to the 
aims and methods of the Axis powers. It 
does not represent what the Allies are 
fighting for, nor the ways in which they 
want to conduct war. 
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“Pinch” Transport 


At Stalingrad and in Tunisia the Nazis 
are depending on transport planes to carry 
reinforcements of men and supplies to 
their marooned forces. In Tunisia they are 
said to be even using gliders to land men, 
these being cheaper and more quickly 
built. 

The numbers of these carriers which 
are being shot down in both areas show 
they must have been constructed in mass 
to meet conditions where land and water 
transport might not be capable of use. 

. The record also suggests that in operation 
the air transports are not dependable in 
keeping with their numbers, 

The Russians appear to be knocking 
down these planes at the average rate of a 
score per day, which implies a heavy loss 
of the ill-fated men they carry. In Tunisia 
the Allies have been less successful, only 
because of a lack of forward bases for 
their fighter craft, which defect they are 
correcting as fast as possible. 

The value of the plane as a transport 
under any favorable conditions is not to 
be questioned. But for landing troops in 
an area under siege by vigilant and well- 
e upped enemy forces, these have obvious 
limits which are becoming apparent. The 
great carriers are necessarily slow, and to 
pit slow planes against fast ones and good 
ground defences is costly. 

Stalingrad will not be captured, nor 
the Tunisian tip held, by plane-imported 
Axis troops and supplies. That is a safe 
assumption.

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The Kind Also Counts 


The Allied forces in northern Tunisia 
have been held up by the same factor that 
caused the loss of the Prince of Wales and 
the Repulse—lack of air power. They had 
plenty of bombers, but no forward bases 
from which their shorter range fighting 
planes could operate. So while their bomb- 
ers have been hammering such distant 
targets as Sicily and the toe of the Italian 
boot, Axis bombers in turn were able to 
pound the approaches to Tunis and 
Bizerte. 

There was a somewhat different story 
toward the end of last week when, despite 
pouring rain and dissolving ground, bases 
had apparently been made which enabled 
the Allied fighters to get into action in 
greater, though still insufficient, num- 
bers. But it was not pretended that the 
scale had been turned and air superiority 
wrested from the enemy 

Until that is done, ding-dong fighting 
has to be expected around the Tunisian 
bridge-head. Only swift interceptors in 
flocks can stop the transport planes from 
ferrying more Axis troops into the area, 
and dive-bombers are needed to help strafe 
the enemy ground forces out of their de- 
fence lines. 

The moral of the hold-up is the same as 
that disclosed on many other fronts, 
that adequate air power is indispensable 
to an army, as it is to a fleet. Adequate 
not only in numbers but in the kind of 
planes suitable for the particular job in 
hand. When the Allies get enough of these 
in the Tunisian skies the stalemate will 
end,

He remained a member of the Senate un- 
til a few months ago, when he resigned 
to contest the South York seat in the 
House of Commons, but met defeat. The 
convention held in Winnipeg this week 
was a direct outcome of this reverse. 

Mr. Meighen’s abilities are great. He 
stands and has long stood in the first 
rank of our public men, But he somehow 
seemed to lack what it takes to gain and 
hold the support of the public. A sharp 
tongue and a flair for using it without 
discrimination may have been partly to 
blame. 

It would be a graceful act on the part 
of Prime Minister King to offer Mr. 
Meighen re-appointment to the Senate. 
Premiers have not thus treated political 
opponents in the past, but the precedent 
would not be without advantage. The 
country loses something when a man of 
long experience and proven abilities is 
excluded from public life by the adverse 
fortune of political war.

Australia Debates Conscription 


Heat and Recrimination 
Mark Consideration of 


Act “Down Under” 


By GRANT DEXTER 
Until the enactment of Bill 80 
last July, the position of Canada 
and Australia with respect to over- 
seas conscription—indeed generally 


with respect to conscription—was | 
| identical. In both Dominions there 


was conscription for home defence 
while the voluntary system was re- 
tained for overseas service. In both 
there was a strong agitation 
overseas service. 

With enactment of Bill 80, how- 
ever, Canada definitely moved

Home Defence 


Since the enactment 
the position in Canada is this; Con- 
scription applies tg home defence 
and to areas contiguous to Canada 
(such as Alaska and Newfound 
land), Overseas conscription is the 
law of Canada and can be put into 
effect at a moment's notice by an 
order in council approved by the 
government: no further reference 
to parliament is legally necessary. 

In Australia, conscription under 
the Defence Act and the National 
Security Act is restricted to home 
defence. The first statute dates 
from 1902; the second from the 
early months of the present war. 
It is not within the power of the 
Australian government to apply 
conscription to overseas service. 
The first step would be the en- 
acitment by parliament of amend- 
ments to these statutes—the equiv- 
alent of the enactment of Bill 80 
at Ottawa last July. 

A few days ago, Premier John 
Curtin proposed to extend con- 
scription to contiguous areas 
(which was done by Bill 80) but 
at least one prominent member of 
the cabinet resisted the change 
and it has been referred to the 
general conference of the labor 
party for discussion 


Lacks Measures 


At the present time, 
Australia lacks two measures which 
have been adopted in Canada, the 
extension of conscription to con- 
tiguous territory and the enactment 
of over-all conscription to be ap- 
plied at the discretion of the gov- 
ernment 

Last May 30, a debate took place 
in the Australian House of Repre- 
sentatives on conscription The 
Opposition, by motion of Rt, Hon 
Arthur Fadden, the leader, sought 
to acnieve the very changes in Aus- 
tralias law that were achieved in 
Canada in July by Bill 80. He de- 
sired the southwestern Pacific to 
be included in the area to which 
conscription applies and to amend 
the two statutes so as to leave the 
application of over-all conscription 
to the unfettered discretion of the 
government. The prohibitory sec- 
tions, he said, should be repealed 
and the wovernment freed of all 
limitations to send soldiers where 
ever they were needed. This, he 
said, would not necessarily mean 
the application of overseas con 
scription, The government might 
not use the, power, But it would 
mean that the government would 
be free to deal with any emergency 
that might arise, without having to 
come to parliament for additional 
power 

Mr. Fadden's motion was defeat 
ed on division (page 847 Australian 
Hansard 1942) by 31 to 27 votes 
The debate was marked by high 
feeling and bitterness. It will be 
found in volume 4 of Australia’s 
parliamentary debates, pages 797 to 
847.

| A bunion refers to an inflamed 
swollen, and painful condition of 


the bursa of the big toe, called the 
metataraso-pralangeal joint 

The bursa is a small sac with lu 
bricating fluid inside of it. tt is so 


| placed between the hard bone and 


the tendon as to act as a cushion 
enabling the tendon moving the toe 


pressure. There are a large num- 
ber of such bursae in the body and 
ordinarily when one of them be- 
comes inflamed, we call the condi- 
tion bursitis. However, when this 
particular bursa at the big toe joint 
becomes inflamed, it is popularly 
called a bunion. 

THe bursa may become injured 
through wearing a tightly fitted 
shoe, through dropping something 
on the foot, or by a blow, Such 
injury is commonly followed by in- 
The tight shoe does 
the damage because the rubbing of 
the foot against the shoe induces 
sufficient pressure to capse a bun- 
ion to result. 

Once a bunion develops, there is 
often a distortion of the joint, with 
the joint itself becoming more
